Canada’s Fish Production 


Saskatchewan and Yukon Kept Up 
Record In 1981 

During 1931 fish production in Can- 
ada showed a decrease in every prov- 
ince except in the Yukon and Sas- 
katchewan. On December 20, 1932, 
there had been an increase in domes- 
tic fishing licenses to the extent of 
346 over the corresponding period of 
the previous year. The natural re- 
sources*department is continuing the 
work of stocking certain of the more 
suitable lakes of Saskatchewan with 
angling species of fish. During the 
season seven lakes chiefly in the Cy- 
press Hills region, were stocked with 
trout; 25,435,508 fish and fish fry 
were distributed during the year.
